TERRIBLE TRIP TO 
SHANGHAI. 


FIVE DAYS ON VOYAGE. 
FROM SWATOW. 


MOUNTAINOUS SEAS. 


Shanghai, Dec. 7. 

After encountering © the 
heaviest blow ever experienced 
by any of its officers and pro- 
bably by the ship itself, the 
Indo-China S.N. Company’s 8.8. 
Fooshing yesterday morning 
arrived in Shanghai from Swa- 
tow, having taken five days for 
a journey that usually occupies 
ay, days. 

AN shipping from the south has 
heen delayed for the past few days 
because of the heavy wind from 
the north, and correspondingly, 
ships arriving in Shanghat from 
the north have shown a general 
tendency to be early. This is not 
unusual at this time of year, but 
the Fooshing certainly struck an 


nnusual patch of weather, 


Wind 100: .Milles an Hour. 


With the wind blowing at be- 
tween 90 to 100 miles an hour, the 
Fooshing almost stood, on ‘end as 
it pitched, sometimes with the 
ship out of the water from the 
bow to the level of the foremast, 
sometimes with the stern woll out 
and the propeller racing furtously. 
With the ship rolling at the same 
time it seemed as ff at any time 
it might become a wreck, 

The Fooshing, 2284 tons, is one 
of the Indo-China Steam Navigi- 
tion Co.'s coasting cxrgo flect,-and 
its regular run is from Hongkong 
to Swatow, Shanghal and Tsingtao, 
The veasel was built 26 years ago 
by Messrs, Swan and THiunter, ‘the 
builders of the Mauretania, 


Grateful at Being Alive. 


Captain Balch, the skipper ‘07 
the ship yesterday said: "We all 
have a deep sense of gratitude for 
being alive.

rotary “Autosaver.” 

This ix a device fitted to the front 
of a vehicle, consisting of a cylin- 


drical bumper and a small clectric |. 


mutor, netuated by the battery of 
the car. 

The bumper, fitted with longitu- 
dinat wooden slata, is carried ten 
inches above the ground, but drops 
to within two inches as soon as it 
ix touched by any obstacle’ At that 
moment it starts revolving, and 
rolls the obstruction forward for a 
short distanee, during which the 
driver can stop the vehicle.

DISARMAMENT 
PROGRESS. - 


THE PROSPECTS OF A 
FULLER PACT. 


_ London, Dec. 10. 
The Proparatory Commission on 
Disarmament, after over four 
years of Intermittent Inbour, Inet 
night completed its draft conven- 
tion. Into this framework the 


‘World Disarmament Conference, 


when it meets, will be invited to 
insert effective proposals for dis- 
armament. 

The Commission also approved 
a detailed report explaining the 
evolution of each of the clauses 
ant the'reasons for reservations 
attached thereto. . 

During the speeches, Lord Cecil 
Intd particular emphasis on the 
point that tho acheme, o8 drafted, 
contemplated no finality. The 
firat Conference and first advance 
were only a prelude to greator 
advances Jater. They had created 
8 piece of machinery which he be- 
Neved to be of the greatest value 
to the cnuse of disarmament. 
Within the framework of the Con- 
vention the Conference would be 
able to carry out any degree of 
disnrmament whatever. 

They were going to bring into 
exlatence an international organ 
whore duty it would be to watch 
over whnt they had done, and 
press forward continually to fur- 
ther advances, Although the next 
word was with the Council of the 
Lengue of Nations, the last word 
would be with the peoples of the 
world, y 

The Preparatory Commission 
had given them in the Draft Con- 
vention a reat opportunity, The 
world could be disarmed if the 
people wished it. The question 
they would have to solve in the 
next few monthk was, did the 
people wish for disarmament? 
Only they could answer that ques- 
tion. : 

Something Accomplished, 

Under_the heading “Something 
Accomplished,” the Timea in a 
leader says {it is easy to deride 
the Commission because In fact 
the nations of Europe have in- 
creased rather than diminished 
thefr armaments while its |abours 
were proceeding, But for that, 
clearly the envoys and experts at 
Geneva are not responsible, and 
the various Governments at home 
have at least had the excuse that 
until some general plan wags ap- 
proved each had only to consider 
its own position. 

That excuse is now withdrawn. 
The first step has been takon. 
The Lengue has drawn up a 
scheme by which disarmament 
may be achieved equally and 
simultaneously, and has catablish- 
ed criteria by which cach country 
may know that the reduction made 
by others is equivalent to its own. 

Those who remember ‘the early 
dissensions {n the preparatory 
Commission and the complete 
divergence of opinions on the firat 
principles, must now feel that in 
spite of excursions and alarms 
claewhere, the co-operative princl- 
ple has made some real progress.
